He  also  painted  Alderman  Boydell,  John  Kemble, 
Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  Benjamin  West  and  many  dis- 
tinguished artists.  The  six  presidents  of  the  United 
States  who  sat  to  him  for  their  portraits  were  George 
Washington,  John  Adams,  Thomas  Jefferson,  James 
Madison,  James  Monroe  and  John  Quincy  Adams. 

His  portrait  of  Sir  Ashley  Cooper,  the  sixth 
Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  in  the  Toledo  Museum,  was 
painted  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1799.  Sir  Ashley's 
grandfather  was  the  Ashley  Cooper  who  obtained 
the  grant  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  which  he 
proposed  to  develop  solely  in  his  personal  interest, 
but  for  some  reason  failed  to  carry  out  his  plans.

WALTER  GREAVES.

The  father  of  the  Greaves  boys  was  a  boat  builder  in 
Chelsea.  He  had  rowed  Turner  about  on  the  river 
as  his  two  sons  were  later  to  row  Whistler.  The 
Greaves  boys  idolized  their  master  and  apparently 
had  but  little  thought  of  themselves  and  their  owe 
talents.  Walter  Greaves  has  lived  quietly  all  these 
years  in  Chelsea  in  comparative  obscurity.  In  1911, 
when  he  was  seventy  years  of  age,  an  exhibition  of 
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his  works  was  brought  together  in  the  Goupil  Gal- 
leries, London,  and  the  news  was  flashed  throughout 
the  world  that  a  master  as  great  as  Whistler  himself 
had  received  tardy  recognition.  Walter  Greaves' 
style  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Whistler,  and  yet  it 
has  unusual  charm  and  great  qualities  all  its  own. 
Some  two  years  before  Walter  Greaves  was  ' '  discov- 
ered'' to  the  world,  Mr.  Carl  B.  Spitzer,  of  Toledo, 
rummaging  about  in  an  old  London  book  shop,  found 
a  striking  portrait  of  Whistler  in  oil  signed  by 
Greaves.  Recognizing  its  importance,  he  purchased 
it  and  presented  it  to  the  Toledo  Museum  of  Art. 
Aside  from  its  artistic  excellence,  it  is  also  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  valuable  portraits  of 
Whistler  in  existence.

In  their  weary  march  both  man  and 
beast  endured  hardships  and  suffering  with  dogged 
patience  which  became  courage  as  their  perils  increased.

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Prince  Paul  Troubetzkoy 

Paul  Troubetzkoy,  second  son  of  Prince 
Pierre  and  Princess  Ada  Troubetzkoy,  was 
born  in  Italy  February  16,  1866,  at  Intra, 
Lago  Maggiore.  From  a  child  he  manifested 
a  strong  inclination  for  drawing  and  model- 
ing. He  was,  however,  only  reluctantly  al- 
lowed to  study  art,  for  his  father,  whose  eld- 
est son,  Pierre,  had  decided  to  devote  himself 
to  painting,  had  planned  for  his  second  son  a 
military  career. 

He  began  the  study  of  art  in  Milan.  He 
was  at  first  divided  between  painting  and 
sculpture,  for  a  while  studying  with  the 
painter,  Eanzoni,  but  finally  deciding  to  adopt 
sculpture  as  his  medium. 

Prince  Troubetzkoy  has  been  a  Chevalier 
de  la  Legion  d'Honneur  since  1900,  and  is 
now  Officer.  He  won  the  Grand  Prix,  Paris, 
1900,  when  he  was  also  honored  by  the 
State's  purchase  of  several  works,  including 
the  Tolstoy  on  horseback,  for  the  Luxem- 
bourg. He  has  also  won  gold  medals  in 
Rome,  Dresden,  Berlin,  and  elsewhere,  and 
is  represented  in  museums  of  Rome,  Venice, 
Leipzig,  Berlin.  Milan,  Dresden,  Moscow,  St. 
Petersburg,  Paris,  San  Francisco  and  other 
important  cities.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Societe  Nationale  des  Beaux-Arts,  the 
Societe  Nouvelle,  the  Societe  du  Salon 
d'Automne  in  Paris,  the  Dresden  and  Munich 
Secession  Societies  and  the  Internatonial  So- 
ciety of  Sculptors,  Painters,  and  Gravers  of 
London.
